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Pope P:us's Profeſſion of Faith vin: 
dicated from Novelty wn Addi- 
tional Articles. 


HE greateſt ſcandal pretended againſt 
the Church of Roe, are the Additional 
Articles of Pope Pzias's I V. Bui what is 
moſt remarkable in this matter , is , that 
Thoſe ſort of Chriſtians are moſt forward 
in condemning this Prelate for this Addition, who 
for Four and Twenty Articles in his Profeſſion have 
Nine and Thirty in their own, From whence any Think- 
ing man will conclude , That either Adding of Arti- 
cles is no neceſſary ſcandal to a Church or if it be, that 
That Church is the moſt ſcandalous of all, which crying 
out againſt Additions, has yet more Additions than any. 
The thing therefore to be enquir'd in this place, is, 
Whether there be Authority in the Cathotic Church of 
Chriſt, which-ſoever it be, to make any Addition of 
Articles to the Apoſtles Creed , and require other terms 
of Communion , beſides the Aſſenting to what is Ex- 
preſfd 1n that Symbol ? And this , without fartl.er 
Preamble, is to be reſolv'd into the Affirmative, both 
according to the Principles and PraQtice of the Church 
of Rome and of Exgiawd. 
\. The Point is evident, from the acknowledg'd Praftice 
of the Primitive Church, in the time of her Confeſſed 
Purity. For the Apoſtles Creed having been the only 
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Summary of the Chriſtian Faith known in theFirſt Three 
hundred years: at length upon occaſion of the Arian He- 
reſy, another Creed is compos'd by the Council of Nice, 
with an Expreſs Condemnation and deteſtation of that 
new. broachd Error,in the addition of theſeWords, in re 
lation to the Divinity ofthe Son. Thelieve iz OneLord Jeu 
ſus Chriſt , the only veg 'tten Son of God, born of his Father 
before all wo: , God of God, Light of Light , wery God of 
very God, Begotten not made, - Conſubſtantial tothe Father. 
And without the expreſs aſſenting to this Addition, none 
could be admitted to Ordination , or beacknowlcdgd as 
Members of the Church. The Arians at the ſame time 
clamouring againſt the Council and Biſhops for this 
pretended Impoſition, and for their exacting new terms 
of Communion, efpecially as to the word 29.4 at Tx 
which they ſaid was an [zveztion, no where found in 
Scripture, nor in. the. Apoſtles Creed, nor in the Fathers of 
the foregoing Ages. However, this Nicene Creed was 
received by. the whole Church, notwithſtanding this 
noiſe of additional Articles, and the ſubſcription to it is 
requir*d by the Church of England, Art. 8. where *tis 
faid, It ought throughly to be receiv'd and believ'd. 

Another Formulary of Faith there 1s, known by the 
name of St. Athanaſius*s Creed, which many ſuppoſe to 
be made by this Prelate, and offer'd to Pope J»lizs in his 
own Vindication againſt the calumnies of the Ar:azs, 
Az. 340. But others, upon very, probable grounds, are 
of opinion, that *twas not compos'd by this Biſhop, but 
ſeveral years after, when the Controverlie aroſe con- 
cerning the-Proceſſion of the Holy Ghoſt, But however, 
notwithſtanding this uncertainty of its Author, and of 
the Time when *twas made.; notwithſtanding its con- 
taining ſeveral Articles concerning the Tri#izy, the Per. 


ſons, and Proceſſion of them, of which there is no expreſs 
mention, 
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mention. in Ser/ptare, nor in the Ypoiles Creed, nor in 
that of Nice : yet this Creed was univerſally receiv*d 
heretofore by the Chriſtian Church, and with all its 
additional Articles is admitted by the Church of England, 
and ordered, Art. 8. to be throughly receiv'd and beliewd, 
So that except every one do keep that Faith whole and unde- 
filed, without doubt he ſhall periſh everlaſtingly. 

Forty yearsagen after this time of Athanaſins (viz.481.) 
an Addition was made to the Vicene Creed above-menti- 
or'd, by the Council of Coxftantizople, which condem- 
ning: Macedonins, for denying the Divinity of the Holy 
Ghoſt, inſerted theſe words, in deteſtation of his Herelic, 
into the Creed, viz. And'iin the Holy Ghoſt, the Lord and 
Giver of Life, who proceeds from the Father, who with the 
Father and the Son together is ador'd and conglorified. who 

ſpake by the Prophets, And with this additional Article, 
beſides ſeveral others, viz, Begotten of his Father before all 

worlds, againſt theBlaſphemy of Photizus ; Whoſe Kjng- 
dow ſhall have no end, againſt the Millenaries, I believe oze 
Holy, Catholic, aud Apoſtolic Church. I acknowledge one 
Baptiſm for the rem'{ſion of fins; And I look for the Reſur-. 
rection of the Dead, and the Life of the World-to come, All 
which being added by this ſecond General Council, yet 

this Creed was receiv*d over the whole Church, as the 
Symbol of the Catholic Faith; and in this nature ris re- 
ceiv'd by the Church of Exgland,. and recited in her pub- 

lic Service, tho? ſtill with a yet farther addirion of theſe 

words, Filioqae, and the Sox ; which words are no where 

found in Scripture, ſcarce read in the auticnt Fatherr, 

not known »hez or by whom they were firſt inſerted ; 

allow'd by ſome particular Churches, and for many. 

years diſapprov'd by athers ; not generally receiv*d over 

the Weſt, till above four hundred years after ; nay, not 

yet admitted by the Grecian Church, which _ this 

core 
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'Fore Rands divided from the Wefery, pretending the 
realns above-mentioned for their refuſai; v/z.- Becauſe 
*tis not in Scripture, nor expre{s'd 1n antient Fathers ; 
and becauſe the Fathers of the Conſt :ztinopolitan Coun- 
cil, in the Proceſſion of the Holy Ghoſt, mention'd the 
Father without the Soz, therefore they will not allow 
of this Addition, which aſſerts him proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, Thus they ſtand ; and yet, notwith- 
ſtanding all theſe Difficulties, the Weſtern Church, and 
particularly the Church of Ezg/azad, receives this Creed 
with this Addition, and ſo recites it in her Common- 


Prayer in the Communion-Service; Who proceedeth 
from the Father AND THE SON. 


Thus we ſee ſeveral additional Articles made to the 


Creed of the Apoſtles by the two firſt General Conncils, and 
the aſſenting to them exaCtted from the Faithful ; ſo that 
*twascertainly in thoſe former Ages allow'd as Good and 
Lawful. And if now it ſhall be judg*d inconſiſtent 
with the _4poſtolical Dorin, and Purity of the Catholic 
Church ; not only the Primitive Church ſtands condemn?d 
for making ſuch <Adairions, but likewiſe the Church of 
England tor receiving them, and requiring a ſubſcription 
to them from ſo many of her Members. 

But whiPſt we ſpeak of Adding to the Apoſtles Creed, 
what need we look beyond the Nize and Thirty Articles 
of the Church of Exgland , in which are many particu- 
lar Points not found in the Symbol of the Apoſtles, nor 
yet inany of the foremention'd Creeds of the Primitive 
Church? There we lee great variety of additional Articles, 
concerning the Canonical Books, Free-will, Tuſtification, 
Good works, Works before Juſtification, Works of Superero- 
gation, Predeſtination and Eleition, the Church, Geperal 
Councils, Miniſtring in the Congregation, the Sacraments, 
the ſecond Book of Homilies, Civil Magiſtrates, 8c. not 

one 
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one of which Points is in the Apoſtles Creed , or other 
Symbol of. the Antient Church; and yet the ſabmitting 
ro them in the plain and full meaning of the 

words, is required by the Church of Exg. F'ngs Decla- 
laud. Which is a Demonſtration , that the Articles. 
ſhe has not ſo great an averſion to additional 

Articles, as ſhe pretends, whilſt ſ{crupling to ſubſcribe 
to Twelveof the Church of Rox, and dividing from her 
on this {core, ſhe exats from her own Children a ſub-. 
miſſion to More than double the Number. 

Hence *tis evident, that adding to the Apoſtles Creed, 
is ſometimes Lawful, according to the Dottrin of the 
Church of Englazd; viz. When *tis for the preſerving 
VUzity in Religion , and preventing unneceſſary Alterca- 
tiows, Diſputations or Queſtions to be rais'd, which may 
zouriſh Faiticn both in Church and Common-wealth ; as ap- 
pears from the Declaration prefix*d to the - Articles. 
And if this be lawful for her; why not in the Church. 
of Rome ? Since *tis certain what the Council of Trex, 
and Pope Pizs did in this kind, was for the preſerv-. 
ing Unzty, and puttinga ſtopto thoſe unncceflary Diſc. 
putes and Cavils, with which Exther and Calvin, with. 
their Adherents, rais'd a FaQtion both in Church and 
State. | 

From this ſhort Proſpect we have had here of the 
Primitive Church of Chriſtians, we may lee it was their 
PraQtice, as often as any Error was raiſed againſt any 
Point of Receiv'd DoQrin. to condemn the Error and 
the Abettors ; and to declare the oppoſed Dottrin to be 
Orthodox ; and, for the preventing all kind of miſtakes in 
the Faithful, to inſert the ſaid Dod@trin into a i'rofefſt- 
on of Faith, and order it to be publicly us?d. And 
this was never look'd upon, as a making or Coyning 


New Articles of Faith, but only as a declaring ſome 
Point 
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Point expreſy tobe believ*d, which was before the De- 
claration, a True and Orthodox DoQtrin of the Church, 
tho' it may be, not explicitly believ*d by all its Mem- 
bers. This was the.caſe of the Nzcen Creed, of Atha- 
nafins's Creed, : of the Conftantinopolitan Creed ; and 1 
preſume upon theſe Grounds , the Church of Exg- 
land will pretend to vindicate her Nine and Thirty 
Articles. By this Rule, at leaſt the Church of Rome 
has proceeded in all the Profeſſions of Faith at any time 
ſet forth by her, and particularly in that of Pope Pius 
the 4crh, who ColleQted thoſe Articles at that time, 
in oppoſition to the then broach' d Errors of Luther and 
Ca'vin., The Adding therefore of Articles upon ſuch an 
occaſion, being the acknowledg'd Practice of the Pr. 
eitive Church, andof neceſſity to be allow'd of by the 
Church of Ezgland in her own Defence, as having done 
the like; We have now only to enquire , whether 
the DoQtrin propos'd in the Profeſſion of Pixs the 4th. 
be according to Scripture, and the Sexſe of the Prz- 
witive Fathers ; if it be not, they do well that reje& 
it; but ifit be, the noiſe of Adaitional Articles will be 
but a weak Juſtification of thoſe, that have made a 
breach in the Church upon this ſcore, 


The Profeſſion of Pope Pius IV. 


I ftedfaſtly admit and embzace Apoſtolical and 
Cccleſialtical Traditions, and other ©Obſer- 
vances and Conſtitutions of the Church, 


His Article, as far as concerns the Aſﬀenting to all 
K {ſuch Doctrins and PraCtices, as were firſt taught 
and 
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and obſerv*d by the Apoſtles, and have been con- 
vey'd down to us by the conſtant Profeſſion of the 
Faithful in Succeeding Ages, is Founded upon 
Expreſs Scripture : As in 2 Thef. 2.15. where 
St. Paul delivers this poſitive Command ; Bre. 
thren , ſtand faſt, and hold the Traditions , which 
ye have been taught , whether by Word , or our E- 
piſtle, Where he diſtinguiſhes two ways of de- 
livering the Sacred Truth , one by Writing, the 
other by Word of Mouth ; and the DoCGtrin is 
ro be held faſt, according to the Command of 
the Apoſtle, whether it be deliver*d the oze way 
or the other. And again 2 Tim. 2, 2. The ſame 
Apoſtle thus directs Timothy : The things that thou 
haſt heard of me, among many witneſſes , the ſame 
commit thou to Faithful Men, who ſhall be able to 
teach others alſo, Where St. Paul takes care, that 
what he had taught the Faithful, tho? only heard 
from him, might be obſerv'd, and convey'd down 
to Poſterity, by their Teaching of others. This 
Dottrin is likewiſe acknowledg*d as Apoſtolical 
by the Primitive Fathers ; asby St. Chryſoftomupon 
the words of the Apoſtle now cited to the T heſſa- 
lonians, Hom. 4. Where he ſays thus; Hence *tis 
manifeſt, that, They (the Apoſtles ) have not deli- 
verd all in their Epiſtles, but many things alſo with- 
out Writing, which are likewiſe to be beliewd, Let 
us therefore eſteem the Tradition of the Charch wor- 
thy of Credit, 'Tis a Tradition, enquire n0 farther. 
And St, Epiphanins her. 61. *Tis neceſſary to: admit 
of Tradition; for all things cannot be found in Scr ip- 
ture ; and therefore the Holy Apoſtles deliver” d ſome 
things in Writing, and ſome by Tradition. And 
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St. Gregory Nyſſ. 1. 3. cont. Eunom p. 126, *Tis a 
ſuſficient Proof of our Dodtrin, that we have received 
it by Tradition from our Axceſtors ; it having been left 
us, as an Inheritance, by the Apoſtles , and convey'd 


gown 10 us, by acontinued Sncctſſion of the Faithful in 


all Ages. 
As ro the admitting the Obſervances and Con- 


ftitutions of the Church, *cis what 1s Command- 
ed by St. Paul to the Hebrews, c, 13.7. 17. Re- 
member them, which have the Rule over you, Obey 
them that have the Rule over you, and ſubmit your 
ſelves; for they watch for your Souls , as they that 
muſt give account. And this was the Practice of 
the Apoſtles, even of St. Pau! himſelf and Sas, 
who as they went through the Cities, they deliver d thens 
(the Faithful) zhe Decrees for tokeep, that were or- 
aain'd of the Spoſt les and Elders, which were at Jeru- 
falem. Azd fo were the Churches Eſtabliſh*d inthe 


Faith, Acts 16. 4, 5. 


J alfo admit the Holy Scripture accozd- 
ing to that Senſe, which Dur Holy Mother 
the Church has held, and do's hold 3 to whom 
it belongs to judge of the True Senſe and 
Jnterpzetation thereof. Noz wilt J ever ad- 
mit 02 Jnterpzet it otherwiſe, than accozding 
to the Unanimous conſent of the Holy Fa- 


thers. 


This is founded upon that Dottrin deliver'd by 
by St. Peter 2 Ep. 1. 20. No Prophecy of the 
Scripture is of any Private Interpretation : And if 


it be not of private Interpretation , private mw. 
ons 
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ſons muſt apply themſelves for the True Senſe of 
it to ſome others; and tro whom , but to thoſe 
whom God has put over them, who.n he has Com- 
manded them to Hear, to ſubmit to, and obey ; to 
thoſe, who by God's appointment are to overſee, 
and Feed the Flock, Act. 20. 23 ? And this is the 
Church of Chriſt, who inſtructs without danger 
of deceiving, becauſe ſhe is the Church of the Liv. 
ing God, the Pillar and Ground of Truth, 1 Tim. FS 
And Teaches with an aflurance of not leading 
into Error ; becauſe Chriſt is wth her alway, even 
unto the end of the World ( Mat. 28.20.) And by 
his Spirit of Truth will guide hr into all Truth. 
(Jo. 16. 13.) So that tho? Private Perſons in in- 
terpreting the Scriptures, may wreſt them unto their 
own deſtruction, (2 Pet. 3.16.) Yet thoſe who 
hear the Church , which by our Cree we are 
bound to believe, ſhall hear the Truth , becauſe 
ſhe has the Promiſe of the Divine aſſiſtance, which 
cannever fail; and he that negles to hear her 
ought to be look'd on no better than an Heathen, 
and a Publican, (Mat. 18. 17.) And this it was St. 
Auguſtin deliver'd, and obſerv'd, 1. 1. Cont. Creſc. 
Gram. c. 33. Then, ſays he , we follow the Truth 
of the Scriptares, when we do that, which has ſeem'd 

004 to the whole Church, which Church is commend- 
ed to us by the Authority of the Scripture : To the end 
that becauſe Holy Writ cannot deceive, whoſoever is 
affraid of being deceiv'd by the difficulty of this queſti- 
on, may conſult the Church concerning it ; which, 
without leaving room to doubt , the Holy S riptare 
demonſtrates, And again, de Unit. Ec.c. 19, If 
we had any Wiſe Man, lays he, whoſe Authority 
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was recommended to us by Chriſt himſelf; we could ns 
ways doubt of following his Jndgmznt, having conſult- 
ed him upon this Point ; leſt in refuſing, we 7 Ay 
not ſo much ſeem obſtinatly to withſtand 3h as Jeſs 
Chriſt our Lord, by whoſe Teſt imony he was recommend 
ed to us. But Chriſt has given Teflimony of his 
Church ; and as this Church airetts, you ought with all 
p ag obey : And if you will not ;, *tis not to me you 
are diſobedjent, or any Man ; but moſt perverſly tothe 
prejudice of your own Soul , you withſtand Chriſt him- 
ſelf, han you refuſe to follow the Church , which « 
recommended by his Authority , whom you judge it 4 
wickedneſs to reſiſt.

5.31, For this cauſe ſhall a man leave his Father 
and Mother, and ſhall be joyned unto his Wife, and 
they two ſhall be in one Fleſh ; T his is a great Sacrament, 


(Myſtery) 4ut I ſpeak in Chriſt and ian the Charch. 


Thus it appears from Antiquity and the written 
Word of God, That not only Bapti/mand the Lord's 
Supper, but likewiſe Confirmation, Penance, &c. arc 
Holy Myſteries, ordain'd by Chriſt for the confer- 
ring or increaſe of Grace in the Faithful ; that is, 


, that they are Sacraments. That Three of them 


above-mention'dcan be given but once, is not denied 
by the Church of Ezg/aza. 


JDoalſo receive and admit of all the receiv'd 
and app2ov'd Ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church us'd in the adminiſtration of the 
above-mention'd Sacraments. 


*'Tis the command of St. Paul, ( 1 Cor. 14. 40.) 
Let all things be done decently, and in order. And who 
ſhall determin what is decent and orderly in the 
ſolemn Worſhip of God , but thoſe who are ap- 
pointed by God, as the Rulers and Overſeers of the 
Flock ? St. Paul direCted the Corinthians (1 Cor.1l.) 
how they were to behave themſelves with decency 
| | in 
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in the Worſhip of God : Tpras/e you, Brethrey, (ſays 
he, ) that you remember me in all things, and keep 
the Ordinances, as I deliver'd th:m to you, And 
it has bcen always the Practice of the Pri- 

mitive Church, for the Superiors to order v2. 
and regulate every thing belonging 

to the decent Performance of Divine Worſhip. 
And lince the I lock 15 oblig*d to obey and ſubmit to 
Higher Powers under pain of Damnation, Rozs. 1 2. 
1, 2. the waking this Profeſſion 15 no Sin, but a 
Duty. 'Twas the Rule of St. 4:2u/tix, That He 
knew no better courſe for a ſcrious Chriſtian 10 take, in 
matters of Rites and Cuſtoms, than to follow the 
Church's Example where he 5, Now, there's nocon- 
ſtituted Church in the World, 1a which there are 
not ſome Orders, Rites, and Injunctions, relating 
to the public Worſhip : This then 15 the buſineſs of 
Governors; for private perſons , as Dr. Calamy ob- 
ſerves, ( Diſc. of ſcrup. conſe. p. 32.) are by no means 
proper Juages of what is fit and convenient in the aami- 
niſtration of Church-Government, Diſcipline, or pub- 
lic Worſhip, no more than they are of matters of State, 
or the reaſonableneſs of all Civil Laws, ——T heſe things 
of public Nature belong only to our Superiors and Gover- 
zcrs. Since then the S»periors of his Church, and 
not the private perſon, 1s the proper Judge of what is 
convenient in the Solerazr Worſhip of God, *tis the 
Duty of every private perſon to ſubmit to, and re- 
ceive, what is conſtituted and.ordain*d by them ; 
and this is agreeable to the Conſtitution of the 
Church of Ezz lard. 
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-Jembaace andreceive all and every thing which 
in the Holy Council of Treat hag been de- 
_ concerning Doiginal Sin and Juſtifi- 
cation. 


Concerning Or/2izal Six this Council has defin'd, 
"That Adam, by tranſgreſſing the Command of God, 
fell from his Original Juſtice.into the Diſpleaſure 
of God, and ſo transfus'd Sin and Death, upon all 
his OfEſpring, which Sin is wholly blotted out by 
the Sacrament of Baptiſm, by which the Merit of 
our only Mediator Jeſus Chriſt is applied to the 
Souls of ſuch as are baptiz'd, and is neceſſary to 
Salvation. All this is expreſly deliver'd in Scrip- 
ture, as Rom. 5. 12. Asby one man ſinentred into the 
world, and death by fin: and ſo death paſſed upon all 
amen, And Atits 22.16. Ariſe, and be baptiz'd, and 
waſh away thy fins. And *tis the Dottrin of the Church 
of England. 

Concerning J«ſtification, the ſame Council has 
defin'd, That men are juſtified by an Intrizſccal 
Faſtice : For we are juſtified by Grace ; Being juſti. 
fied by his Grace, Tit. 3. 7. And this Grace 1s 1n men ; 
I put thee in mind to ſtir up that Grace which is IN 
1 HEE, 2 Tim. 1. 6. 

2. That all Works of the Juſt are not ſins : which 
is evident in Scripture ; as, Lake 1.6. where *tis 
{aid of Zacharias and Elizabeth, They were both righ- 
teows before God, walking in all the Commanaments and 
Oraizances of the Lord blameleſs. - And 1 ſe 5. 18. 
Whoſoever ts born of God, finneth not. Whi 
wiſe proves, That the Commandments are not im- 

poſſible 
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poſſible to be kept, as the ſame Council declares. 

3. That a man juſtified truly deſerves Lite-ever- 
laſting by his good works. *Tis evident in Scrip- 
ture ; as, Revel. 3. 4. Thou haſt a few Names in 
Sardis, which have not defiled their Garments, (there 
is Purity and Juſtice) and they ſhall walk with me in 
white, (there is the Reward; and the reaſon fol- 
lows,) for they are worthy. And Mzet. 5. 12. Re- 
Joyce, and be exceeding glad, for great is your Reward 
7% Heaven, Where Heaven is given as a Reward 
for their Suftering and Good Works. As likewiſe 
Mat.25. 34. Butall this as ſuppoſing and built up- 
on the promiſe of Chriſt, and his affilting Grace. 
This was the DoCtrin of St. Anguſtia; As Death 
(lays he, Ep. 105.) #& render'd to the merit of ſin, as 
the Pay: fo everlaſting Life is render*d, as the Pay, to 
the merit of Tuſtice, And Ep. 118. ad Sixt, Ts there 
therefore no Merit in the Juſt ? There is certainly, be- 
cauſe they are juſt , but they had no merit by which they 
became juſt ; for, as the Apoſtle ſays, They were juſt i= 
fied gratis. And, 1b. *Tis not in vain we ſing in theſe 
words to God, His Mercy ſhall prevent me ; aza, 
His Mercy {hall follow me: Becauſe Life everlaſting, 
which (hall be enjoy'd at the cad, is given to 0nr preceding 
m-rits: And yet, becauſe thoſe very merits, to which 
it i piven, w. re not purcnas'd by any ability of ours, but 
were wrought in us by hi Grace , therefore Life everlaſt- 
ins ucilled Grace, for no other reaſon but becauſe it is 
2iven gratis; and yt not ſo, becauſe it is uot given to 
our merits, but becanſe thoſe Very merits for which it is 
given, were likewiſe his gift. Z 

4. That by Works a man ts juſtified, and not by Faith 
oaly ; as tis deliver'd in terms, Jam. 2. 24. ' 
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VI. Jlikewiſe pzofels, That in the Baſs is offer*d 


a True, Pzoper, and P2opitiatozy Sacri- \ 
fice, fo2 the Living and the Dead. | 
We believe, That our B. Savior being 4 Prieſt | 


according to the Order of Melchiſedech, did at his laſt 
Supper offer his Body and Blood after an anbloody 
mazner, for the remiſſion of ſins. ?*Tis exprels in 
Scripture, Luke 22. 19. where Chriſt at his laſt 
Supper ſays, This is my Body which #s given for you; 
And 1 Cor. 11. 24. Which is brokez for you. And Mat. 
2 6+ 28. Thy is my Blood, ---which # ſhed for many unto 
the remiſſion of ſins. All which importing the time 
hea preſent, it is certain from Chrilt's words, That + 
THEN, before the Paſſion on the Croſs, the Body 
was Gzven, and Broken myſtically, and the Chalice 
Shed for the remiſſion of ſins. W hich being done in 
an unbloody manner, and ofter'd to God, we call 
it an Vzbloody Sacrifice ; and it being for the remiſſion 
of fins, *tis likewiſe Propitiatory. And tho' Chrilt 
was ofter'd but ozce upon the Croſs, (of which St. 
Paul ſpeaks, Heb. 7. 27.) yet in this manxer, as Chriſt 
offer'd himſelf at his laſt Supper, we belfeve that 
the Apoſtles and their Succeſſors were commanded 
to repeat it, in a perpetual memory, and repreſen- 
tation of his Death and Paſſion, by Chriſt's own In- 
{titution, when he ſaid to them, Do thes zz remem- 
brance of me; in which words he gave them Power 
of doing the ſame that he had done. And this 1s the 
ſenſe of the primitive Fathers. We ftill offer ( lays 
St. Chryſoftom,Hom, 7. in Ep. ad Heb.) the ſame ; nt 
one Lamb now, tomorrow another : but the very ſame 
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fill. Wherefore this Sacrifice is one : Otherwiſe, be- 
cauſe *tis offer d in many places, are there many Chriſts ? 
No : but every where there is One Chriſt, exiſtent here 
Whole, and there Whole, one Body, Agen he calls 
it a Sacrifice, 1. 6. de Sacerd. When the Prieſt has in- 
vok'd the H. Spirit, and perfetted the dreadful Sacrt- 
fice, and forthwith taken into his hands the common 
Lord of all things. And St. Ambroſe, {up. Pal. 38. 
We have ſeen and heard him (Chriſt) offering his own 
Blood for us : Let us Prieſts follow him as we may, to 
offer Sacrifice for the People, —Chriſt u not now ſeen 
zo offer, yet he ts offer'd up upon Earth, when the Body 
of Chriſt « offer d, And Cyril. Alex. Anath, 11, We 
celebrate in our Churches a Holy, Life-giving, and Un= 
bloody Sacrifice. And St. Auguſtin 1. 9. Confeſ]. c. 13. 
favs of his Mother Mozzca, That at her Death ſhe 
defir d us to remember her at thy Altar (O Lord )=--from 
whenceſhe knew was diſpensd the Holy Victim, by which 
was cancelPd the Hand-writing, which was contrary 
unto us. And Ser. 32. deVerb. Ap. But as for the 
Prayers of the Holy Church, the Propitiatory Sacrifice, 
and Alms, which are offer d for their Souls (of the 
dead;) wo aonbt but they are thereby aided; to be treat- 
ed with greater Mercy than their ſins aeſerv'd, For this 
which has been deliver'd by the Fathers, the whole Church 
obſcrves, mhen at the Sacrifice it ſelf, the Dead are in 
their place commemorated, to pray for all ſuch as are de- 
parted in the Communion of the Boay and Blood of Chriſt, 
and that it be remembred, that the Sacrifice is likewiſe 
offerd for them, Theſame is deliver'd by St. Chrr/off. 
Hom, 3. iz Ep. ad Philip, and other Fathers, who all

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J believe and pzofeſs, That in the 9. Sacra- 
ment of the Eucharilt is truly, really, and 
ſubſtantially, the Body and Bloop, toge- 
ther with the Soul and Divinity cf our 
Lozd Jeſus Chziſt ; and that there is a change 
02 converſion of the whole Subllance of the 
B2ead into the Body, andof the whole Sub- 
{tance of the Wine into the Blood 3 which 
converſion o2 change the Holy Church calls 
Tranſubſltantiation. 


This Doctrin of Chriſt's Body and Blood being 
really and ſubſtantially in the B. Sacrament, is the 
expreſs words of Chriſt ; who, as the Evangeliſts 
and St. Pal relate it, ſaid, Thi is my Boiy, This & 
my Blood, without mention of its being ſoin a Figure 
only, or Sign. And in this ſenſe *twas underſtood by 
the primitive Fathers. St. Tznatizs Martyr, Co- 
temporary with the Apoltles, 1n Ep. ad Smyra. 
ſpeaking of ſome Heretics of his time ; T hey doxt 
allow (ſays he) of Enchariſts and Oblaticys, becauſe they 
dont believe rhe Enchariſt to be the Fleſh of our Savior 
Teſus Chriſt, which ſuffer*d for cur ſins, and which the 
Father in his mercy rad agen from the dead. St, Hi- 
lary 1. 8. de Trinit. He him{elf ſays, My Fleſh is Meat 
indeed, and my Blood is Drink indeed, There's no 
place left for doubting of” the reality of his Fleſh and 
Blood ; for now, both by the Profeſſion of Chriſt him- 
ſelf, and by our Faith,"tis truly Fleſh, ana truly Blood, 
Is wot this Truth? It may tadzed not be true to 
them, who deny Chriſt to be God. St. Chryſoftom |. 3. de 
Sacerd. O Miracle! He that ſits above with his Fa- 
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ther, at the very ſame inſtant of time is here in the 
hands of all ; he gives himſelf to thoſe that are willing 
zo receive him, And as to the Converſion or Change, 
which is termed 7ranſubſtantiation, St. Cyril of Je 
ruſalem in Catech, ſays thus : © Since therefore Chriſt 
* himſelf thus affirms, & ſays of the Bread,T his is my 
* Body,---and This is my Blood, who can doubt of it, 
*and lay it 15 not his Blood ? In Cara of Galilee he 
© once by his fole Will turn'd Water into Wine, 
© which reſembles Blood 3 and docs he not deſerve 
*to be credited, that he chang'd Wine 1nto his 
©Blood ? St. Gregory Nyſſen Orat. Catech. c. 37. I 
* dotherefore now rightly believe, T hat the Bread 
* ſanQtitied by the Word of God, 1s chang'd into the 
* Body of the Word. Becaule it (the Breal) 1s' 
* ſuddenly chang'd by this word, This is my Body---- 
« And this is et. £ted by the vertue of Benedi&ion, 
* by which the Nature of thoſe things that appear is 
* tranſelemented into it. St. Chryſoſt. ho. 83. in Mad. 
*He that wrought thoſe things ar the laſt Supper, is 
©he Author of what 1s dove here.---- We hold but 
* the place of Miniſters ; but he that fanCtifes and 
* changes them, 1s Chri{t himſelf. St. Amwroſe |. de 
« his gui Myſt. initiant. where ſpeaking of the Eu- 
chariſt; he ſays, *Shall not the words of Chriſt be 
* powertul cnough to change the Nature of things ? 
© You have readot the Creation of the World, that 
* God ſpoke, and the things were made; he com- 
© manded, and they recetv'd. a Betng. If therefore 
* Chriſt by his Word was able to make Something 
© of Nothing, fſhail he not be thought able to change: 
© one thing into another ? for 'tis noleſs a Work to 
*givea Naturc and Being to things, than to — 
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<them from one Nature to another. St. Cyr: Alex. 
Ep. ad Calof. cited by St. Thomas, * That we ſhould 
© not feel horror to ſee Fleſh and Blood on the Sacred 
© Altars ; God condeſcending to our frailty, flows 
< into the things offer'd the Power of Lite, convert- 
© ing them into the Verity of his own Fleſh, tothe 
*cnd the Body of Life be found in us, as a certain 


< quickning Seed. 


J confeſs alſo, That under one kind alone is 
receiv'd Cheiſt whole and entire, that being a 
True Sacrament. 


This is a conſequence of what is declar'd above; 
ior Chriſt's Body, as is already ſhewed, being tru- 
ly and really preſent in the Sacrament, it 1s not a 
Dead, buta Living Body, united hypoltatically to 
the Word ; ſo that where his Body 1s, there is like- 
wile Life, Soul, Subſtance, Divinity, and Whole 
Chritt; as St. Chryſoſtom ſays above, * He that fits 
* above with his Father, at the very ſame time is 
* here 1n the hands of all. : And in another place, 
©T1s not in a Manger you ſee him, but upon the 
< Altar ; not a Woman holding him, but a Prieſt 
* ſtanding by. And agen, ſpeaking of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament, **Tis not the Angels, nor the Arch- 
© Angels, nor the Heavens, nor the Heaven of Hea- 


*vens, I ſhew you, but the very Lord of all theſe. 


So that Whole Chriſt is truly prelent, and receiv*d 
under either kind ; and by conſequence either Spe- 
cies is properly a Sacrament, as being a Great My- 
ſtery inſtituted for the Spiritual Food of our _— 
al 
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and for the increaſe of Grace in them. In the Pri- 
mitiVe Church this Sacrament was given to the 
Fai:liul, ſometimes under ze, ſometimes under 
Both kind: 7; and if weconfult the Sripture, in ſome 
places it recomment!s Both kinds, 1n others On: :

confels'd by Melanithon, And Spal, tenſes thus de- 
clares his mind; « I attirm ( /aps he) rat the re 
*ceiving the Sacrament 1n both kind 'S, 15not ſo un- 
© dera recept, but upon a cont! (iderable cauſe, tho? 
6 private, and of private perions, it may profitably 
* and lawfully be receiv'd under the Species of Bread 
* alone. And ceraainly what may be allow'd to. 
private p:r/ons, cannot be denied the Charch,

The Scripture ſays, Mat. 1 2. 32. Whoſoever ſpeaks 
againſt the H. Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, 


neither in this world,neither in the world to come, Upon 


which words St. Auguſtiz thus diſcourſes, de Civ. 
Dei, 1.21.c. 24 ©It would not betruly ſaid of ſome, 
* that their ſins ſhall not be forgiven in this world, 
*nor in the world to come} unleſs there were ſome 
« whole ſins would be forgiven in the next world, 
© tho? not in this. And this place of remiſſion of 
{insin the next world, we call Purgatory, The ſame 
St. Argnſtin in the ſame Chapter {peaking of thoſe 
who depart this life with light fins, ſays thus : It 
*jis certain that ſuch being purg'd by temporal 
© pains, which their ſouls ſufter before the day of 
* Judgment, when they receive their Bodies, ſhall 
* not be” condemned to eternal torments. In 
which place he ſpeaks plainly of temporal pains, 
which ſome ſouls ſuffer after this life, and yet be- 
fore the Day of Judgment. Which is a Third State 
of Sonls, diftin&t from thoſe, who immediately 
aſter their deceaſe go directly to Heaven or to Hell. 
And this he mentions agen, 26. c. 13. * Some ſutter 
© temporal puniſhment in this lite only, others after 
© their death, others both in this life, and in the 
© next too; but ſtill before that laſt and terrible 
* Judgment. In which words 1s poſitively aflerted 
a {tate of Souls in the next world ſuftering temporal 
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puniſhment before the day of Judgment , which can- 
not be in Heavez or Hell, and conſequently ſome 
other Third State or Place, And of this St. Gre- 
gory Nyſſen ſpeaks Orat. pro mort, When he de- 
parts thu Life, he cannot (lays he ) enjoy God, till 
the Purgatory-fire has taken off thoſe Spots with which 
his Soul was blemiſſÞ?d, And of this Fire Theodoret 
makes Profeſſion iz Schol. Grac. in 1 Cor. 3. We 
believe thy very Purgatory-fire, in which the Souls of 
the Deceas'd are tried and purg*d, as Gold in the Fur- 
mace, And now as for Praying for the Faithful De- 
parted ; *twas the Practice of the whole Frimitive 
Church. * Tertullian : We make Oblations for 
< the Dead. St. Cyri/ of Feruſ, We Pray for the 
© Holy Fathers and Biſhops Deceas'd ; and laſt of 
© all for ſuch as have dyed among(t us; firmly be- 
*lieving, that thoſe Souls find great relief, for 
© whom the Prayer is offer'd of that Holy and 
* Awful Sacrifice which lies upon the Altar. St. 
* Epiphanius : The Prayers which are ofter'd up 
© for the Dead, are advantageous to them. Sr, 
©Chryſoftom : Twas not in vain Inſtituted by the 
© Apoltles, that Commemoration, ſhould be made 
*for the Dead in the Venerable and Dreadful 
* Myſteries : They knew, that by this they re- 
*ceiv*d great benefit: and advantage. And agen, 
©?Tisnot in vain that Oblations are made fur rhe 
© Dead, we don't in vain Pray and give Alms for 
*them ; all this 1s the Ordinance of the Holy 
© Ghoſt, St. Arguſtiz: In the Books of the Ma- 
© chabees, we Read that Sacrifice was offer'd for the 
* Dead. But altho* there were no ſuch thing in 
* the old Scripture, yet the Authority of the whole 
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- Church, which is evident in this Praftice, is of 
*no ſmall weight : Where amongft the, Prayers 
« ſaid by the Prieſt at the Altar of God, the Re- 
£ commendation of the Dead is recited in it?s place, 
© Aud agen: Prayers for the Dead are not to be 
* omitted, which the Church offers forall that are 
« departed in the Chriſtian and Catholic Unity , 
*and this in a general Commemoration, that by 
* this means, all ſuch as have no Parents, or Sons, 
© or Relations, or Friends to Pray for them, may 
have this Charity perform'd to them by their 
* Common-Mother. And if theſe Prayers were 
£ omitted, which are thus offer'd with a ſincere 
© Faith and Devotion for the Dead, I am of O- 
© pinion, *twere no benefit atallto their Souls, to 
© have Bodies Buried in Holy places. And this 
Praftice of Praying for the Souls of the Faithful 
Departed, own'd by theſe Fathers as an Apoſftolical 
Taſtitution ; and an Ordinance of the Holy Ghoſt, 
do's ſufficiently clear the Church's Do&rin con- 
cerning Pargatory, by which ſhe underſtands'a 
Place or State of Souls after this Life, wherein they 
find relief by the Prayers, Oblations and. Alms of 
the Faithful. But, Where this is, whether there 
be a Trueand proper Fire there, and how long that 
Puniſhment laſts, are zo Articles of Faith. 


I hold that the Saints reigning with 
Chaiſt are to be Honoz'd and Jnvocated, that 
they offer Pzayers to God fo2 us, and that 
their Relics are to be had in Ueneration. 


Supreme and Soveregin Honor we give to none 
5 but 
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but God ; but an Inferior honor, to ſuch Creatures, 
to which it is due, 1n Teſtimony of their Excel- 
lency. We honor our Parents, Maziſtrates, and 
Teachers; and we honor Holy Mea , the Servants 
of God, Glory, Honor and Peace to every Man that 
worketh good , Rom. 2.10. If any Man ſerve me, 
him will my Father honor, Jo. 12.26, And if God 
will thus honor Holy Men, no queſtion we may 
lawfully doit ; not only while they are on Earth, 
but much more, being receiv*d into Heaven ; 
where they are all in God'sGrace,conſummate in all 
vertues, and Crown'd with Eternal Glory. As 
to Invocation of Angels and Saints, - we delire 
their Prayers, as we do of Holy Men upon Earth : 
and the Patriarch Jacob has given example, Gez, 
48. 16. The Angel that deliver'd me from all evil , 
bleſs theſe Children, And Revel. rt. 4. Grace unto 
you, and Peace from him that is, and that was, and 
that is tocome, and from the ſeven Spirits, which are 
before his Throne. And Zgchar. 1.12. The An- 
gel Prays for Judah and Feruſalem ; *O Lord of 
* Hoſts, how long wilt thou not have mercy on 
* Jeruſalem, and on the Cities of Judah, againſt 
© which thou haſt had indignation theſe threeſcore- 
*and ten years? The Prayers of the Saints are 
likewiſe mention'd Revel. 5. 8. and 8. 9. And 
Antiquity was very expreſs in all the DodQrin of 
this Article. *St. Cyri4 Alex. *Tis very neceſſary, 
* that they who have been thus ſingularly exem- 
* plar in their Lives, ſhould be honor'd with per- 
* petual Solemnities. St. Ambroſe + Whoſoever 
* honors the Martyrs, honors Chrift, Let us ho- 
*nor theſe Bleſled Martyrs. We are obliged to 
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© honor the Servants of God ; how much more his 
* Friends ? St. Avguſtin ; The Chriſtian People 
* Celebrate together the Memory of the Martyrs, 
*with aReligious Solemnity, both to excite toan 
* imitation of them, and that they may be parta- 
kers of their Merits , and be affilted by their 
* Prayers. St. Gregory Nyſſ. Thus Prays to St. 
* Theodore Martyr. Intercede and Pray for our 
* Country before the Lord of the Univerſe : Altho? 
* you haveleft this World, yet you know our de- 
* fires, our wants, and the neceſſities of Human 
*Lifte. Ask for Peace. St. Ambroſe : We are to 
* deſire the aſſiſtance of the Angels, who are ap- 
© pointed for our defence. Weareto Pray to the 
* Martyrs, whoſe Patronage we may juſtly claim : 
* They can Pray for the Remiſſion of our Sins. St. 
* Auguſtin : *Tis an injury to Pray for a Martyr, 
*to whoſe Prayers we ought to recommend our 
f ſelves. St. Jerom: We honor indeed the Relics 
© of Martyrs, that ſo we may Adore him, whoſe 
* Martyrs they are : We ſhew an honor to the 
© Servants, that the honor given to them, may 
© redound to their Lord, who has ſaid , he that re- 
*celves you receives me. St. Ambroſe: I honor 
*in the Fleſh of the Martyr, the wounds he re- 
*ceivd for Chriſt. I honor his Aſhes,” made 
* Sacred by his Confeſſion of Chriſt. I honor his 
<Body, which has ſhew'd me how to love my 
* God, and taught me not to fear to die

Tis our Church in this Article recom- 
mends and Teaches ; but whether this is, or 
ought to be called a Religions Hopor, is a Diſpute 
amongſt Divines, but no matter of our Faith, And 
as for the manner, or External Profeſſion of this 
Henor, it ought to be meaſur'd from the Intention 
ofthe Church, or the Giver. It being cuſtomary to 
uſe the very ſame external Expreſſion both to God 
and Creatures, Thus Bowing, Incexſtng, in our 
Churches, are us'd to God, ro the Altar, to the 
Book of the Goſpel, to Sacred Images, to the Prieft 
Officiating, to the Deacon, Sub-deacon and Acolites 
aſſiſting, and likewiſe to the Congregation of 
People that are preſent at Divine Service, and yet 
we make Gods of none of theſe things ; for tho? the 
Adtions are thus externally the ſame, yet izterually 
and in way of Reſpef or Honor, they are as dit- 
ferent as the Objedts, St. Baſil ep, ad Ful, As 'tis 
cited in 2. Nicen Council Aﬀt.q. * According to 
* the pure Faith of Chriſtians, I Invoke the Holy 
* Apoſtles, Prophets, and Martyrs, that by them, 
© that is, by their Interceſſion God may be merci- 
*ful to me. Upon which account likewiſe I honor 
*and venerate their Images, eſpecially fince this 
© has been deliver*d by the Holy Apoltles, and ne- 
©ver forbidden; but 15 inule 1nall our Churches, 
© And St. Auguſtin ſays of Images; An Honor may 
©be given them, as being Religious things, 7. z. 
*deTrin.c. 10, And St. Chryſoftom in his Liturgy : 
* The:Prieft go's out at the little Door, carrying 

* the 
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* the Goſpel, the Aſſiſtant going before him with 
*a Candle. And turning to the Image of Chrift 
*between the two Doors, he bows down his Head, 
* and ſays witha loud voice, &c. And as to this 
praQice, Biſhop Wilkizs in his Mathem. Mag. p. 
324. relates out of Cedrenis, that in Juſtinians 
time, There w.zs a burning Lamp found in an old 
Wall at Edeſla, which had remained ſo , for above 
500 Tears, there betzg a Crucifix placed by it ; Which 
muſt have been ſet up by this Computation, ſoon 
after our Saviours Aſcenſion, 


I believe that the Power of Jndulgences 
has been given and left by Chziſt to his 
Church 3 and that the uſe of them is very 
beneficial to the Faithful. 


This Doctrin of Indulgences is what was praCtis'd 


' by St. Paul, who remitted unto the Inceſtuous Co- 


r:inthian part of his Penance, 2 Cor. 2, being care- 
ful leſt over-much Sorrow ſhould oppreſs him ; 
and this he did, as he ſays, /» the Perſon of Chriſt, 
v. Io. that 1s, by Power and Authority receiv'd 
from him. And this Power we find given by 
Chriſt to the Church in the Perſon of Peter, Mart. 
16.19, Iwill give unto thee the Keys of the Kzng- 
aow of Heaven: And whatſoever thou ſhalt bind on 
Earth , ſhall be bound in Heaven : And whatſoever 
thou ſhalt looſe on Earth , ſhall be loof'd in Heaven: 
Where there 15 an ample Power given of Binding, 
and Looſing; and ſuch as all Congregations of 
Chriſtians pretend to, who enjoyn Penalties for 
Offences, and likewiſe upon juſt occaſion _—_ 
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them. And this is what is ſufficient to make 
good this Profeſſion. 


] acknowledg the Holy , Catholic and Apo- 
{tolic Koman Church the Bother and Yi- 
ſtreſs of all other Churcyes 3 and J pzomiſe 
and Swear true Obedience to the Bilhop of 
Rome, Sucſtllo2 of St. Peter, P2ince ot the 
Apoſtles, and Uicar of Jeſus Chzilt. 


As the Catholic or Univerſal Church , ſignihes a 
Church conſiſting of all particular Churches united 
in the Communion of the ſame Faith and Sacra- 
ments, and ſubmiſſion to the ſame Eccleſiaſtical 
Government, the Church of Romeis not the Uni- 
verſal or Catholic Church, but a part of it ; But 
as it imports as much as a Church, which is U:- 
wverſal init*s Influence, and by a Singular Privilege 
has Authority over all other Particular Churches, 
and is the Center of their Communion, the 
Church of Rowe in this Senſe is the Catholic or 
Univerſal Church, and is rightly ſtyled the Mother 
and Miſtris of all other Particular Churches. This 
was the Doctrin of the firſt Ages, and thercfore 
St. Ireneus (1. 3. c.3. adv. Her. ) ſays exprelly, 
that the * Church of Rome is the Greateſt, and moſt 
© Ancient of all others, Founded and Eſtabliſh'd 


© there by the Two moſt Glorious Apoſtles Perer 


*and Paul— Tis neceſſary that every Church 
* ſhould recur to this, by Reaſon of it's more Pow-

their Regular Subjeition to their Spiritual Guids. and 
Rulers, - and in Concord and Unity among themſelues.

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For if our Union to Chriſt conſiſts tn our Subjedtion to 
him, as our Lord ana Maſter, our Head and Hys- 
band ; and this Authority i not immeatatly exercis*d 
by Chriſt himſelf, but by the Biſhops and Paſtors of 
the Church ;, it neceſſarily follows , that we cannot- be 
united to Chriſt, that is, cannot own his Authority 
and Government, till we unite our ſebves to the Public 
Societies of Chriſtians,and ſubmit to the public Inſlrutti- 
ons, Authority and Diſcipline of the Church : As no 
Man canbe ſaid to ſubmit himſelf to his Prince, who 
denys ſubjettion to thoſe ſubordinate Magiſtrates, who 
att by his Princes Commiſſion ; For the Union of Bo- 
dies Politic (ſuch as the Chriſtian Church #« ) con- 
fits in Order and Government , when all the Members 
keep their proper places, aud areknit to each other by 
s Faithfal diſcharge of therr ſeveral Offices and Truſts : 
Schiſmatics ave in the Church, juſt as Rebels are in 4 
Kijnzdom, not as part of it, but as open and profeſt 
Enemies, In theſe words 1s plainly laid open the 
Conſtitution of the Catholic Church, and the indi(- 
penlable neceſfity of the Faithful. ſubmitring to 
their Paſtors, that ſo they may be united to Chriſt : 
Amongſt which the Biſhop of Rome having been 
eſteem'd by all Antiquity to have the precmin- 
ence, *tis our Duty to promiſe Obedience to him ; 
and we cannot withdraw our felves from this 
Duty-without being - Schiſmatics in the Church 
and Rebels againſt Chriſt, 


J undoubtedly receive and p2ofels all other 
things deliver'd,. defin'o , and declar'o by the 
Saered Canons: and General, Cquncils, and 
particularly by the Yoly Council or Treat: And 
I condemn, reject aud Anathemat1ie all things 

= np contrary 
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contrary thereunto ; and all Hereſies what- 
ſoever the Church has condemn'd, rejeifed and 
Anathemat1ized. 


This is the conſequence of that DoQrin- of our 
Creed, wherein we profeſs to believe the Holy Ca- 
tholic Church. For the Catholic Church, being the 
Church of Chriſt, and Holy, and direCted by the 
Spirit of God, *tis of Authority enough to be be- 
liev'd. As therefore we proteſs, ſo we believe : 
And having the greateſt reaſons in the World, to 
believe that Congregation in «Communion. with 
the See of Rome, to be, this Catholic Church ; 


This having contiqu'd in a F:fible Succeſſion of ' Pa-: 


ftors from Chriſt*s time till now. This never hav- 
ing goxe out or ſeparated trom any precedent Church, 
but all other Fo ror Congregations ' having gope out 
from this. This having ſent Apoſtles abroad, and 
converted all Heathin Nations to Chriſtianity,” This 
in Public Synoas having oppos*'d and condemn'din 
all Ages ariſing Herefies.- For theſe and other Mo- 
tives judging this Society of Chriſtians. to be the 
Church Chriſt eftablith'd, and Commanaed all to 
Hear, and which we. believe in our Creed; We 
have Authority enough, relying upon the Com- 
24nd and Promiſes of Chriſt, ito hear and believe the 
Do&rin ſhe Teathes,' and to'reje&t what:the con- 
demns: And this eſpecially: as ſhe declares in her 
General Councils; this being the Method obſery*d 
by the Apoſtles, who in ſuch an Aſſembly decided 
the Firſt Controverſie, A. 15.,_ And this being 
what the Primitive Church” and' Faithful then 
praCtis'd : and of neceſſity to. be follow?d'ever- by 
the Faithful, from that Principle of Dr, Sherlacks; 

becauſe 
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becauſe they can never own the Authority aud Go- 
vernment of Chriſt, unleſs they ſubmit to the Public 
Inſtruitions, Authority and Diſcipline of the Church. 
And what can be more Public, than what is De- 
clared by a Gen?ral Council? St. Auguſtin was fo far 
of this mind, that he thinks not only private Perſons, 
but even National Synods oblig'd to ſubmit to the 
Judgment of a Gezeral Council, Particular, Councils 
muſt yield (lays he) to General; and then givesthe 
reaſon ; Becauſe the Whole is deſervedly prefer'd before 
a Part, or Particulars, 1. 2, c.g. de Bap. cont. Don. 
And upon this conſideration he ſays of Cyprian, that 
if he had liv'd to have ſeen the Queſtion of Rebap- 
tization decided by a Geaeral Conncil, he would 
forthwith have renounc'd his own private Opint- 
on, and even the Sentence of the 4frican Synod, 
and ſubmitted to the determination of the Gezera/ 
Council, St. Cyprian. (lays he) would have yielded, if. 
in his time the truth of this queſtion had been clear'd by 
a General Council, tb. c. 4. 

In this manner are theſe Articles. of this Profeſſi- 
on ſhewn to be conform to Scripture, and to the 
Senſe of the Primitive Fathers ; ſofar, that *tis be- 
yond all Queſtion, had theſe Points been oppos'd in 
their time, and thus Determin'd by any Council of 
that Age, they had as certainly ſubſcrib*d to it, as 
they did to the Councils held in theirtime, or as we 
do to the Articles of this Creed, ſince as we find 
they have already done it in their Writings, as ap- 
pears above. But for farther ſatisfattion, and re- 
moving other Objections, Ile here propoſe ſome, 
with a ſhort Anſwer tothem.. -: 

"1 ( bjettions Anſwered. 
 Objed. The Apoſtles knew beſt what was to be 
| believ'd 
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believ'd ; fincetherefore none of theſe Articles are 
in their Creed, _ ought not to be impos'd on 
us as matters of Faith. 

Azſw. The Apoſtles Creed is a Summary of the 
Principal Myſteries ofthe Chriſtian Religion, but 
do's not contain all that 1s of Faith - Since ?tis cer- 
tainall Scriptures of Divine Inſpiration and Faith, 
and it do's not contain all that is in the Scripture, 
and ſome My/tertes too, as thoſe of Baptiſm and the 
Lords Supper : Belides, donot all believe the Scrip- 
ture to be the Word of God; and fuch and ſuch 
Books to be Canonrcal? And yet there is, not one 
word of this in the Apoſtles Creed,tho' there be of the 
Charch ; as likewiſe there is not of the Sacraments, 
of Grace, &c. And if the ObjeCtion were of any 
force, *twould as certainly defeat the Nzze and Thir. 
fy Articles as Pope Pizss Creed , neither the one 
Profeſſion, nor the other being expreſly in the Sym- 
bol of the Apoſtles. And not only theſe, but like- 
wiſe the Nicene Creed, and St. Athanaſius's Creed, 
which are no more expreſ!y in the Apoſtles Creed 
than the former; and conſequently the Primzitive 
Charch would as certainly be caſt out for Heterodox, 
if the ObjeCtion proy*d any thing,as any now 1n 
being. 

05:4 All the Particulars in this Profeſſion were 
not undoubtedly beliey'd by all, before the Decrees 
were made at Trex. nd et ng ns 

Anſw. Suppoſe they were not : Neither was the 
Canon of Scripture, which the Church of England 
receives, undoubtedly behtev'd by allin the Primi- 
tive times. The, Second Epiſtle of St. Peter ' was 
doubted of by many :.So was the Epiſtle of St. 
James ; 1o that of Jade; So the Second and Third 
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of St. John. And 'this for many Years after the 
Deceaſe of the Apoſtles ; and yet now they are here 
receiv*d as the Unqueſtion'd Word of God. So that 
"tis certain , there's ſome means left by God by 
which, that which was heretofore doubted of by 
many, may be at preſent out of queſtion, and a 
certain matter of Faith. _— 

Object. There's no Authority upon Earth can 
make a New Article of Faith. 

Azſw. There'san Authority, which can declare 
a thing to be of Faith, which was not before ex- 
preſly ſo believ'd by all: Otherwiſe how came the 
now mention'd Books of Scripture, which were 
heretofore queſtion'd, to be now a matter of our 
Faith ? And if there be not ſach an Authority as 
this allow?d in the Church of Chriſt, what Chriſti- 
anity can there be ? Since without this therecould 
be no Peace or Unity in the Church, nor any Con- 
troverſieended. Was it not by this Authority the 
Non-neceſſity of Circumciſion was declar'd by the A- 
poſtles, againſt the Believing Phariſees, A. 15? 
*T was by this ſame Authority, the Conſub/tantiali- 
ty of the Son was declar'd againit the Arians; The 
Divinity of the Holy Ghoſt againft the Macedonians ; 
Non-rebaptization againſt the Africans. And 
ſo of many other Points call'd in queſtion, nay ab- 
folutly denyed, by Learned Men and Chriſtians. 
And this Authority is own*d by the Church of Exg- 
land, Art. 20, otherwiſe how could ſhe pretend to 
declare and determin poſitively ſo many difficult 
Points in her Nize and Thirty Articles, which before
